Sir, 

I AM directed to submit, for the information of His Excell^cy the 
Governor-General in Council, the following report on the working of District 
Boards, constituted under Act III (B.C.) of 1885, in* the Lower Provinces of 
Bengal during the eighteen months from let October 1886 to 31st March 1888. 
I am to explain that, owing to the delay in the receipt of some of the Divisional 
Reports for the six months between Ist October 1886 and Slat March 1887, the 
lieutenant-Governor has thought it best to submit a single report for the whole 
period of eighteen months. , . 

2. As soon as the Act received the assent of His Excellent^ the Viceroy 
on the 13th July 1885, preliminary arrangements were set on foot for bringing 
its tH^visions into -operation. It was decided to extend the Act, in the first 
instance, to the sixteen districts mentioned in the third schedule of the Act. 
It was subse^ently extended to all the other districts in the province, with 
the exception of Darjeeling, Haearibagh, Lohardugga, Msnbhoom, and those

The Act contemplates the constitution of three classes of local authonties, 
viz., District and Local Boards and Union Committees. Under the provisions 
of sectioi^ 6, District Boards were constituted in each of the above-mentioned 
districts, and Local Boards were constituted in all districts where there are sub¬ 
divisions, except the districts of Chumparun, Dinagepore, Julpigoree, Chittagong 
and Noakholly. No Union Oommitteoo hare yet been appointed, ond the Lieute¬ 
nant-Governor fears that there will be great difficulty in establishing these 
bodies. This is the more to be regretted as there can be no doubt that they 
would tiav.e proved of valuable service to the public good. They would enlist 
an intelligence and experience of a wholly dinerent character from those which 
are represented on the higher Boards, and would have worked under the 
stimulus of immediate local knowledge and local interest. The difficulty 
arises from the changes which the Bengal Local Self-Government Bill 
underwent before it was finally sanctioned by the Government of India. It 
was laid down by Sir Ashley Eden in the sol^emo submitted with mv letter 
No. 9211, dated 8th April 1882, that “if any practical resultafl to be obtained 
from the extension of local self-government, it is essential that the unit of 
administration should be the Local or Subdivisional Board, and not the District 
Board.” llie District Board was only to be a controlling body. Below the 
Local Boards Sir Ashley Eden proposed, in places, to form subordinate 
committees to deal with village drainage, village water-supply and village 
sanitation generally, to manage pounds and to superintend the construction 
and repair of village roads; and he referred to cases reported from the 
Seram pore subdivision, where the uhuwkiduri puuuhayei had induced the 
villagers to subscribe for sanitary and other local Improvements. This idea 
ultimately found expression in those portions of the Local Self-Goyernment 
Bill which refer to Union Committees. Considerable correspondence with the 
Government of India took place during the ensuing two years, chiefiy 
regarding the question of control, and ultimately the Bill took its present 
form, ^e District Board being the administrative unit ^od the Local Board its 
agent. The officers Who have been consulted report that, with these two 
agencies at work, they see no immediate prospect of finding sufficient funds or 
employment for Union Committees, and that Union Committees can only be 
employed if the Local Boards are vir^ally superseded* Sir Steuart Bayl^ 
regrets that, as the law now stands, it will no^ he posnble to give to 
valuable provision of the law any extended appUfiation; but he is not without 
k hope that it may still be possible to make a limited experiment ip i^||i

Buies was p^blisbod in the Gakutia Gazette in October, andtbe fipal issue on the 
16th DecemW 1085. Under the provisions of the last clause of s^ion 138 of 
the Act, these came into force on the 15th March ISSd'-^three months after 
their final publication^and the interval was utDized in the preparation of the 
ihana regikers of voters, it having been decided to proceed upon thana 
representation for the election of members of Local Boaras. Under rule 23 of 
the Election Rules, a further period of two months elapsed between the 
publication of these registers and the dates for holding the elections, and in 
tlds interval the Local Government fixed the strength of the several District 
and Local Boards in the selected districts, as shown in Appendix A* Two^ 
thirds of the members of the Local Boards were then elected for the several 
thanas included within their respective jurisdictions. The statement appended 
below shows the professions or other occupations of the persons elected as 
members of the Local Boards in the districts mentioned in the third schedule 
of the Act, and in those districts in which the elective system was subsequently 
introduced,

The successful candidates < were, in the opinion of the district and 
divisional officers, as a body, well qualified, by their intelligence, established 
social position, and business habits, for election as members of Local Boards. 
The table in Appendix B shows the general results of the elections. The 
attendance at the polling booths was very satisfactory; the voters generally 
displayed considersmle interest in the proceedings, and in several cases the 
ideotions were keenly contested. The rules for the election of members of 
Lfocal Boards require the attendance of 10 per cent, of the electors at the 
polling station, and it is satisfactory to note that in no case did the elections 
mil owing to the non*attexidance of a euffidient number of voters. The largest 
percentage of electors was recorded at the thana of Behar, in the district of 
^Patna, where 96 per cent, of the qualified voters attended ; and the smallest, 
11*9 per c^nt.y at the thana of Baipura, in the jurisdiction of the Local Board 
nf Naraingunge, in the district of I^cca. In 27 out of 285 electoral wards the 
'elections miled owing to the omission of the ejectors, through misapprehension 
el the provisions of the election rules, to nominate the candidates tot election 
'Within wie time prescribed by the rules. In making the appointments under 
section 10 of the Act, however, in oonsequenoe of the failure of the elections, 
endeavours were made to ascertain and to give effect to the wishes of the 
electors. 














































Some local officers consider that the high percentage may have been due 
ome degree to the fact that the notice served on the electors was regar^d in 
light of a summons, but, after making dpe allowance for this possi^ity and 
the novelty of the proceedings, the general results of the elections seem to 
w that the people took an intelligent interest in the choice of their represen- 
ves, and appreciated to some extent the nature and value of the sufShage*

^ 6. Chairmen of District and Local Boards.—As a rale, the Local Boards 
availed themselves of the power, which the law allows them, of electini^ their 
o'm Chairmen from amon^ the members, subject to the aj^roval of the 
Lieutenant-Governor; and it was only in a few oases that Oiaiimien were 
appointed by the Local Government at the request of Idle ^ards. The Uagis^ 
trote of the district has in every case been appodnted by Govmmm^t to be 
Chairman of the District Boards, and experience has shown the wisdom of 
step. It would have been quite impossible to have iularoduoed tke measure in 
its present form except under the direction of the district officers* 
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7, ^ Boeardt,-^Th^ statement below shows the number of 

meetings held by each of the District Boards, and the average attendance of 
members at each meeting. The attendance of members at the meetings was 
on the whole satisfactory, and the members, both elected and, ap^inted, 
evinced considerable interest in the questions which came before them for 
consideration.

The number of meetings held by Local Boards and the attendance of 
members at these meetings s^e shown in the table in Appendix E. The Gom<’ 
missioners generally report that, on the whole, the members of Local Boards 
took a fair interest in their work. 

8. Date of commencement of the Act .—As it was considered desirable to 
bring the Act into operation with the least possible delay, the Lieutenant* 
Governor directed, by notifications published under section 1, that the Act 
should come into force in the sixteen districts mentioned in the third schedule 
of the Act on Ist October 1886, which was the beginning of a quarter of the 
financial year adopted in the Act, and of the cess year fixed under Act IX (B.C.) 
of 1880 by the late District lioad Committees, who have been succeeded by 
the District Boards. In the other districts the Act came into force on the 1st 
April 1887. 

9. Powere and Duties of District Boards .—Under section 59, the provisions 
of Part III, Chapter I of the Act, which relate to A—Pounds, —Education, 
O—^Medical, and D—Public Works, apply to every District Board constituted 
under the Act, unless and until the Lieutenant-Governor otjherwise directs. 
The Lieutenant-Governor has not exorcised the power conferred on him of 
withdrawing any of these provisions from any district, and the provisions 
under headings A to D ore in force in every district to which the Act has been 
extended. 

10. Management of Cattle Pounds .—Under section 62, clause (3) of the 
Local Self-CJovernment Act, the recemts under the Cattle Trespass Act, 1871, 
form one of *the assets of the l^istrict Fund, and in order to secure that adminis- 
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trative control should accompany financial respcnsibility, the ^eutenfent- 
Oovemor conferred on the District Boards, under notifications published in the 
Calcutta Gazette under the Cattle Trespass Act Amendment Act, XVIII of ld83y 
the powers of the District Magistrate under Chapters I to III of the Cattle 
Trespass Act, 1871. These powers relate to the establishment of pounds, the 
determination of the villages by which they are to be used, the appointment 
of pound-keepers, the fixing of fees for the feeding and watering of cattle, and 
gene^ally to the executive management of pounds. The reports show in some 
districts an increase, in otliers a considerable decrease, in the receipts from this 
source. The Lieutenant-Governor cannot doubt, however, that with judicious 
management, which the Chairmen should exert themselves to ensure, the Boards 
have in Pounds a very fertile source of revenue. The conditions of agriculture 
ill these Provinues tifiurtl facilities for the trespassing of cattle. Oattle are 
allowed to stray in search of fodder, while fields are unprotected by hedges or 
walls. It is quite certain that large sums, which should bo made available for 
the public benefit, are levied by zemindars* gomashtas and other unauthorized 
agents, and that if sufficient supervision were exercised, and pounds judiciously 
established and watched, the income of the Boards might be largely augmented 
from fines upon trespassing cattlo. 

11, Education ,—Under sections 62, 64, and 65 of the Act, the entire 
maintenance and management of the Government middle ^English and middle 
vernacular schools, the administration of the grant-in-aid allotments in respect 
of middle English and vernacular schools, and the management of the primary 
grants have been vested in the District Boards. The District Committees of 
Public Instruction in all the districts in whiph the Act is in force have ceased 
to exist, and their establishments of Sub-Inspectors of Schools, teachers, and 
clerks have all been transferred to the District Boards, only a few Sub- 
Inspectors of Schools being retained under the Education Department for the 
inspection of schools within municipalities. The following statement shows 
the number of' schools and the strength of the inspecting staff transferred to 
each District Board. Detailed information regarding primary schools—lower 
and upper—has not been supplied for all the districts. It may be noted that 
in some distficts there are no public primary schools, the duty of the District 
Boards in those districts being confined to aiding primary schools under private 
management.

13. Public Worhs .^—On the formation of the District Boards, all roads, 
bridges, channels, buildings, and other property, moveable and immoveable, 
held by, or under the control and administration of, the late District or Branch 
Road Committees were placed under the control and administration of the 
District Boards under the provisions of section 73 of the Act. In accordance 
with section 3 of the Act, the old establishment was retained under the new 
management. The new Boards have taken the place^ of the District Road 
Committees, and have to carry out the same works, having at their disposal the 
same trained establishments. It is reported, in regard to many District Boards, 
that the full allotment for original works has not been spent. This, however, 
is a matter which the Chairmen should be able to control, and Commissioners 
of divisions will bo asked to invite the attention of district oflScers to the 
necessity of seeing that sanctioned works are duly carried out. Tiio tendency 
in some districts to allot unduly large sums to the construction of village paths 

also requires to be watched, . 

14. Ferries ,—Most of the public ferries in the districts coming under the 
Act were formally placed under the management of the respective District 
Boards under the provisions of section 35 of the Bengal Ferries Act, 1885, and 
all the proceeds from these ferries were assigned to the Boards to establish 
equilibrium between the receipts and charges transferred from the Provincial 

accounts to the Boards. j mi_ * • x • j 

15. Powers specially conferred on the Boards .— 1 he provisions contained 

under headings E to I, Part HI, Chapter I of the Act, relate to powers which 
do not apply to a District Board until expressly extended to it under section 60. 
The Lieutenant-Governor has, in exercise of the powers conferred on him by 
that section, extended the provisions of sections 88, 89, 90, which relate to 
sanitation, and 100 (miscellaneous) to all the District Boards, and has in 
addition to this, in the case of the District Board of Furreodpore, extended to 
tb© Board the provisions of section 99 (H—Famine Relief), as there is a fund 
there which it was desired to vest legally in the Board. 

Little has unfortunately been done under heading E, Sanitathny for want 
of funds, and the Lieutenant-Governor fears that there is not much hope of 
substantial progress in village sanitation under the agencies and with the funds 
now available. The question is now under consideration with reference to the 
recent Resolution of the Government of India, and every opportunity will bo 
taken of bringing the views of Government before the local authorities; but 
Sir Steuart Bayley shares the opinion of Sir Ashley Eden, that it is to such 
bodies as Union Committees that wo must look for the actual carrying out 
of anything like systematic village sanitation. _ , 

17. Powers of Local Boards ,—In most districts Local Boards were 
entrusted with the administration of the grants for village roads, pounds, 
ferries and primary education. They are generally reported to have taken an 
interest in their work, and to have discharged their functions satisfactorily. 
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18. «»a* nmfer the Aet.—la addition to the election rules mentioned 

in narairrapb 3, which were framed under clause (a) ol section 188 o*,tho Act, 
other rules were mad© by the Locel Government for the gui^noe of District 

Boards under clauses (&)> (^)» p)» (^)» 

(^) (r), (8) and it) of the section. These rules will be fqund in Appendix J?. 

’ With a view to assist the District Boards in making rules, under section 32 
of the Act, for the conduct of their business, a set of model rules (wds Appendix 
F) ^ere circulated by Government to serve as a convenient model m respect 
of the form, wording, and subject-matter of the rules to be framed under the 
section. Many of the District Boards framed rules under the section, adopting 
the model rules with only slight alterations in some cases to suit the circum¬ 
stances of the districts, and the rules were sanctioned by the Lieutenant- 

Income, —Appendices G and G{l)'8how respectively the income of 
the District Boards constituted in the 16 districts mentioned in the third 
schedule of the Act for the 8ix^.months ending Slst March 1887, and the income 
of all the District Boards in existence during the year 1887-8^ Tho total 
receipts for these two periods amounted to Rs. 14,45,2ol and Ks. 71,57,405 

^ No comparison can, for obvious reasons, be made between the receipts of 
the District Boards during the period under review and those for any previous 
period. The Collectors of districts, and not the District Boards, are responsible 
for the realization of the road cess, which forma the main source of income of 
the district funds, and the Boards cannot therefore make any improvement 
in their revenues from this source. The cess is, moreover, levied at 
the maximum rate allowable under the Cess Act, IX (B.C.) of 1880, of 
6 pies on each rupee of the annual value of the estates, and no appreciable 
increase of revenue can therefore be expected, except on the occasional 
revaluation gf the estates in the districts. I’he revenues to be derived 
from the pounds, ferries, and, in some instances, the schools, made over to 
tho Distriet "Roarda are however capable of great development, and, in 
accordance-with the principles laid down in paragraph 5 of the Government of 
India’s letter No, 3513, dated the 10th October 1881, local bodies have been 
informed that the means of meeting any additional expenditure which may be 
rendered necessary by the growing wants of each locality should be found 
in the improvement of the revenues from these sources. 

20 Expenditure.’^T>etfi\\^ of tho expenditure incurred by District Boards 
during the six months ending 31st March 1887 and the year 1887-88 are given 
in Appendices H and H (1). The totals for these two periods are Rs. 7,92,236 

and Ks. 53,35,370 respectively. ’ j ^ v 

21. It is necessary to explain that the income and expenditure of tho 
District Boards, as shown in the appendices above referred to, are subject to 
modification after the accounts under the heads of Education, Pounds, Ferries 
and Medical have been finally adjusted between Provincial and Local. It was 
not till about the close of the year 1887-88 that the actual amount of receipts 
and charges to be transferred from tho Provincial accounts to the respective 
District Funds could ibe fixed, and the Boards were therefore unaware of the 
exact amount of the charges to be borne by them under these heads. 

22. The reports which have been received from local officers show that 
the introduction of the Act was accomplished successfully, and that the 
local bodies entered upon their duties with interest and intelligence. The 
Lieutenant-Governor, however, thinks that it would be unnecessary at present 
to pronounce any opinion on the success of the local self-government scheme, 
founded on the working of the District Boards, as sufficient time has not 
elapsed to admit of the scheme being thoroughly tried. 

As regards the actual work accomplished, and th^ prospects which it offers 
for the future, this report must necessarily be meagre. The time that has 
elapsed has been too short either for much to be done or for a certain forecast 
to be made. It may be stated, however, that the tone of the Commissioners’ 
reports is generally hopeful. The Presidency Commissioner says:—‘‘On 
the whole, the Local Self-Government Act may be said to have worked well 
during the year.” The Commissioner of Dacca reports :—“ It is almost too 
soon to criticise the work of the various Boards yet ; but, as far as 1 am able 



to iadg9r tibiere in eirerv ^ason to hope ^at the expedmeat now being made 
will prove saoo^sfu}. ” The Oommissioher of Ra}ehahye teye The Pis- 
trict and Locid Boards worked fairly well daring the period .under review.” 
The Commissioner of Patna writes:—“The district o&eers my thlit the 
Bistriot Boards have worked welL The members of the Boards^ gener^y 
have shown sufKcieht interest in their work, and the attendance at meetings 
has on the whole been satisfactory.” The Commissioner of B^s^pore, 
piremising that the time has not yet arrived for forming an estimate of^sucoess 
or failure of the scheme of Local Self-Government, says that all must agree 
in desiring that the widest scope should be given to it?* The Oommisrioner 
of Ohitfagon«- says;—“ Work has, on the whole, gone on very much as it did 
under the old Cess Committees.” Finally, the Commissioner of Burdwan 
r 2 >orts:—.*« I think it would be premature to pronounce upon the general 

Afnmeoioy trf Tiistriot and Ijoeal *Bou.rds, and will only say now that thay hava 

Still much to learn.” Sir Steuart Bayley’s opinion is that when we have found, 
in some instances considerable success, and in no instance failure; when we 
have to some extent awakened public interest and enlisted public spirit without 
impairing efficiency in administration; and when the great majority of district 
officers are working in cordial sympathy with the local bodies, it may fairly be 
said that the first experience of the measure gives good promise of its satis¬ 
factory establishment.

6. The dates fixed for such elections shall he duly notified in all the villages of the Union 
in such manner as may appear suitable to the Magistrate of the district, and at least fourteen 
days beforehand; any cost incurred in issuing notices under this rule shall be defrayed 
from the district fund. 

7. Bach voter ihall vote for the ward in which he ordinarily resides, and for no other. 
He may vote for as many candidates as there are members to be returned lor such ward, but 
shall not rive more than one vote for any single candidate. 

8. All persons wishing to vote must be present at ijio elections. No votes by proxy 
or in writing shall bo received. 

9. The Magistrate of the district, or such other officer as the Magistrate of the 
district may depute for the purpose; shall preside at the election for each Union or portion of 
a Union.’

51. No person in the employment or pay of the Distriot or LoohI Board shall directly 
or indirectly engage in canvassing for votes, or otherwise assist in the election of any can¬ 
didate, otherwise than by giving his own vote. Any breach of this rule will ^ :F'onder him 
liable to dismissal. 

52. All costs inourred in the preparation of the register of voters, the publication of 
notices, the holding of elections, or taking any other nooessary action under those rules, shall 
be payable from the District Fund.

89. In all oases where a District Boarddesires to sue or is sued or threatened with a suit 
in the Civil Court, tiie Board shall communicate with the Superintendent and Bemembrancer 
of Legal Afihirs, and shall be guided by^ the existing rules for the conduct of civil suits df 
Coyemment. Wh^ the Dismot Magistrate is not the Chairman of the Board, all corre¬ 
spondence between Cie Boud and the Superintendent and Bemembrancer of Legal Avoirs 
snail pass through the District Magistrate. 


General 

90. When any suggestion in writing regarding any matter is received from the Com- 
misfiioner or Magistrate of the district oy the Seoreta:^ to any District or Local Board, it 
shall, if the Commissioner or Magistrate desire it, be laid before the next general meeting and 
fully considered, and a formal resolution shall be passed on the subject. 


PABT V. 

TBANSFEB OF PBOPERTr AND CONTBACTS. 

JPowers to transfer property. 

91. Property in the transfer of which a District Board is, for the purposes of these 
rules, to be held to be concerned, is either (a) moveable or immoveable property vested in 
the Board; or (6) immoveable property placed by the Local Cuvomment under the oontrol 
and administration of the Board. 

9:J. In respect of immoveable property placed by the Act, or by the Lieutenant-Governor 
in accordance with the provisions of the Act, uAder the oontrol and admizustratlon of the 
District Board, the relation of the Board to the Local Government is that of agent to principal, 
whether or not the rents or profits accruing from that property are credited in whole or in part 
to the district fund. 


Transfer of property vested in District Boards, 

93. No immoveable property vested in a District Board shall, except with the previous 
approval of the Local Government, and in such manner and on such terms and conditions as 
that Government may approve, be transferred bv the Board by way of sale, or by way of 
mortage, charge or exchange, or otherwise than by way of lease without a premium. 

94. A lease of immoveable property vested in a District Board may be made by the 
Boai’d without a premium, on the conditions following• 

(a) That a reasonable annual rent be reserved and made payable during the whole of 
the term of the lease; and 

(t) That the lease or agreement for the lease be not made for any term wi^out the 
previous sanation of the Board at a meeting, or for anjr term exo^iug five 
years and not exceeding ^ th^y years, without the previous f^iproval of the 
Commissioner of the Division, or for any term exceeding thirty years 
without the previous approval of the Local Government. 

96. Any moveable prepay vested in a Board may be transferred by die Board in any 
way and on any terms which the Board may, by resolution at a meetmgu detminine to be 
ex^lieut and reasonable.

97. A lease (d immoveable property placed by the Local Government under tihe control 
and administration of a District Board may be made by the Board, without a prmnium, on 
the conditions following:— 

(a) Thai a reasonable annual rent be reserved and made payable during the whole of 
the term of the lease; and 

(&) That the lease or agreement for the lease be not made for any term without ^ pre* 
vious sanction of the Board at a meeting, or for any term exceeding one year and not 
exceeding ten jears without the previous sanction of the Oolleotor or Deputy 
Commissionor of the district, or for any term exceeding ten years and not exceed* 
ing thirty years without the previona sanction of the Oommissioner of the di?i8ion, 
or for any term exceeding tturiy years without the previous sanction of the Local 
Government. 

Mode ofeoeecuting Tranters, 

98. Every transfer of immoveable property vested in a Board shall be made by an 
instrument under the common seal, signed by the Ohairman and hy two of the memb<^ of 
the Board, and where fbese roles require the previous approval of the Oommissioner of the 
divisiou, the fact that the transfer is signed with such approval riiall be distinctly 
expressed. 

99. Every transfer of property placed by the Loo^ Government under the oontrol and 
administration of a District Board imould, unless the Looal Government in any ease otherwise 
direct, be made by on instrument under the common seal of the Board, signed hy the Ohidr* 
man and two of tno members ol the Board, and expressed to be signed on behalf of Govern¬ 
ment, and, when these rules require such sanction, expressed to be so signed with the previous 
sanotion, as the case may be, ox the Collector or D^uV Commissioner of the district, or of 
the Commissioner of the division, or of the Iiooal Government, 

Contracts. 

Powers to contract, 

100. Subject to the limit imposed hy the District Board, a Looal Board, as the agent of 

the District may, in regard to matters which may have been transferred to its control 

and administration, enter into any contract or agreement, in respect of a sum, or involving a 
value not exoeediug Us. dOO. 

101. Subject to the limit imposed by the Local Board, a Union Committee, as the agent 

of the Local Boanl, may, in regard to matters under its control and aihninistration, entermto 
any contract or agreement, m respect of a sum, or involving a value not exceeding 
Us. 200. ^ 

Execution^

102. Every contract made by, or on behalf of, any Board or Union Oomxoittee in respect 
of a sum, or involving a vidue oxoeeding B s. 60, shall be in writing, and be signed by 
the Chairman or YicoChairmaii of the Board, or by the Secretary, and one of the members of 
the Union Committee. 

103. Every contract or agreement entered into by any District Board in respect of a 
sum, or involving a value abeye Us. 500, shall be sanctioned at a meeting, be in writing, 
be signed by the Chairman and two other members of the District Board, and shall be s^ed 
with the common seal of such District Board. Unless so sauctloned and executed, sudx 

ooutnuit shall uut be biuduig on the Distriot Board.

EDtrOATION. 

General. 

104. Throughout the rules iu this Part the term “ Inspector ** indudes the Circle 
Inspector, and a Joint or Asristant Inspector authorised to act on his behalf, and the term 
** Bonools under public management ” includes all sohopls in whidi the course of study 
oonfonns to the standaids prescribed by the Department of Public Instruction or by the 
University, and which are aided or injected by the Department or regularly present pupils 
at the pubUo examinations held by the Department, or by the University.

distnot. . 

110. The hills of Board sohools shall be passed by the Distnot Board. 


Sbgtion II.—High Bnolxsh Schools. 

Ill. Whenever hy order under section 64 of the Aot the management and mamtenonoe 
of a High Eogli^ school shall have been entrusted to a Joint-Oommittee, the following 
rules shall be in force. , , . . 

Hit. Subject to the oontrol of the Educational Department, the administration of the 
school as regard teaching and discipline, the 0xing of the monthly admission and 
re^admission fees to bo paid hy the pupils, the award of prizes to the pupils, the appoint¬ 
ment, punishment, and dismissal of masters, the fixing and payment of the masters* 
salaries, allowances, and pension oontiihutions, and the grant of leave of absence to the 

niootore l>o^oixd'aotod by tho Jomt-Oommittee. 

113. No vacations or holidays shall be allowed to the masters and pupils of the school 
other than those sanctioned by Government. 

114, Ihe Joint-Oommittee shall be bound to furnish such reports and retiirns as shall 
l^.from time time required by the Educational Department and hy the authorities of the 
TJxdvorsiiy of Calcutta. 

116. The Joint-Committee shall conform to such regulations as the authorities of 
the University oil Calcutta shall from time to time make with regard to the conduct of 
examinations. 

116. The school shall be liable to inspeotion and examination by the Commissioner 
of the ^vision, by the Magistrate of the district, by the Inspector, and, if ordered by 
the Inspector, by the Deputy Inspector, by the Prmoipal of any Government Colley 
within tne Municipality in which the school is situated, and by any Fellow of the University 
of Calcutta, Any observations or report in regard to the school, which the Commissioner, 
„^trate, Inspector, Deputy Inspector, the Pnnoipal of any Government College within 
theMunioipality, or any Fellow or the University of Oaloutta shall think fit to make, shall 
be forwarded in writing to the Joint-Committee, and a copy shall at the same time be sent 
to Director of Public Instruction. 

117. The buildings of the school shall be liable to inspection by any officer of the Public 
Works Department whom the Government may entrust with this duty. He shall fqrward 
his remarks in writing to the Joint-Committee, and shall at the same time send a copy of 
them to the Direutojr of Public luDtruoliuu. 

SifiCTlON IH.—MlDUIiB SCBOOLS. 

118. With regard to Middle and other sohools managed and maintained directly hy 
a District Board, the District Board shall have, within the Board's jorisdiotion, the following 
powers

122. Before giving a grant-in-aid to any sohooh the Bistriot Board shall req^uito the 
managers of the school to whioh aid is pronosed to be given, to sign an agreement on toaiS9t|^ 
paper to the efieot that they will oondum toe school in aooordanoe with toe oonditioiw^O^I^ 
groat. 

123. ' OThe managers of any school on behalf of which application for a grant is made 
must appoint a Secretary to conduct their oorrespondenoe with the Biatriot Board and with^ 
toe Sdnoatioual Xlepartment.

f&) The proposed monthly expenditure in detail.

{e) The standard of instruotiou; the selection to be made from standards recog¬ 
nized by the Educational Department. 

(f) The number and salary of the teachers. 

• (ff) The amount of aid sought. 

(A) The existence of other schools within a distance of six miles. 

125. An application for a grant shall be made directly to the District Board, whioh may, 
for reasonable cause to be duly recorded, either sanction or refuse the grant in wh(^ or in 
part. The Board shall send a copy of its order to toe Inspector. Should toe applicant, to 
whom a copy of the Board’s order shall also be forwarded, be dissatisfied with the ord^ of 
toe Board, he may appeal to toe Magutrate; should the Inspector be dissatisfied, he may 
move the Magistrate or Gommissloxier to take action under section 124 or 125, and may, 
if toe officer referred to declines to take action, refer the matter for the ordUrs of Qovexn- 
mont through the Director of f ublio Instruction. 

126. Grants may be of two kinds— annual and special. 

127. No annual giwt shall exceed one-half of the income guarantee^from piiyate 
sources except under special orders of Government. 

128. Annual grants shall be sanctioned ordinarily for a period of three year^ but toe 
Board may at any time, for reasons specified in writing, and which shall have reference 
to the Board’s finances, or to the ortaraoter of the teaohii^ and discipline in toe school 
or to the general oircumstanoes of education in the district, revise a grant. Agmnst auto ao 
order of revision, an appeal and reference shall lie in the manner specified in Aule No. 125. 

129. The sanction to a grant shall be given in a form to be prescribed from tim* to 

time by Government. ' ^ 

130. Special grants up to a maximum of half the total expenditure may be given by 
District Boards towards the cost of furnishing school-houses, and providing maps and 
other school apparatus in consideration of expenditure ^m private sources momred in 
toe establishment and equipment of schools, and on oondirion toat the managers undortalce 
to refimd toe amount of any such grant if the school obtaining it should be abolished within 
a period of three years. 

131. Special grants may be given towards the cost of building school-houses, provided 
such school-houses are masoni^ st^otures. 

132. Grants shall not be given to pay o£E debts for buildings, nor In oonaideratiott cl 
fomer expenditure for building^ nor for the maintenance of buildings. 

103. Before a building, grant ie oanotionod by a Bietriot Board, tbo mto, ylejin, oeii- 
mates, specifications, title and trust deeds must be approved by the Inspector. 

13A In toe event of a difference of opinion between a District . Board and Inspector 
with reference to a bMding grant, the matter shall be referred to toe Oommissioner through 
toe Magistrate. 

Any school to which aid is given by a District Board, together vritoall its 
accounts, books and other records, shall at all times be open to inspMtion ani^ examination 
by toe (^oevs of toe Board, by the Commissioner of the division, and Magistrarte of toe 
<Wriot, and by toe Inspector or Deputy Inspector; and to this end the records end Utoounts 
shall be placed in such onsto^ that th^ toaU'Ulw^ be aooesrible bn toe 'Vuutofany 
auoh examining or inspecting officer.

138. Subject to the powers entrusted to Union Oommittees by section 118 of the Act, 
Distnot Bof^da idiatl be charged with the^ duty of maintaining cma mani^glngaU primary 
Bohoola under public management within the distriot, cucd of determimng the rates of 
atipends or lewarda payable to the gurna and pupils such aohools, in aooordanoe with 
the rules from time to time preaoribra by Government. 

138. Distriot Dosrda shall ^raut rewords to the ^ums and pupils of oU pxiiaax;j- schools 

with in the distriot on the result of periodioal examinations. 

140. The arrang^enta for such examination| inoluding the appointment of examiners 
shall be made by the Distriot Board in oonauitatlon with the luspeotm. 

141. All payments and rewards to gurus and pupils to be granted on the result of 
such examinations shall be sanctioned by the Board on the report of a Sub-Inspeotor, 
confirmed by the Depnty Inspector. 

142. The Distriot Board shall, in oonsultation with the Deputy Inspector, make 
payments to chief gurus and other agents (exclusive of Sub-lnspeotors)* employed to inspect 
primary schools withm the distriot. 

143. Every Distriot Board may make grants and oontributious to primary schools under 
private management within the ^strict, provided suoh grants and oontnbutions be in 
aooordanoe with the rules from time to time presoribed by Government* 

144. Should any difference of opinion arise between the Distriot Board and the Inspeo* 
tor, the matter shall lie referred either by the Inspector or by the Board through the Ma^- 
trate to the Oommissioner. The (lommissionor's orders on such referoooe sludl be final as 
between the Inspector and the Board, unless a question of prinoiple be involved In matters 
involving questions of prinoiple, if the Inspector bo dissatisfied with the Oomnussioneris 
ordext, he may refer the matter to Government through the Director of Public Instruotion. 

145. Distriot Boards shall be responsible for the payment of the stipends of primary 
school teachers under training in institutions provided by Government for this purpose. 

SsOTlOW VX ■ TiOCAt. BoARTM. 

146. In every case where a Distriot Board shall, under section 101 of the Act, transfer 
the managemhnt and maintenance of any sohool or schools to a Local Board, tiie provisionB 
oontained m the preceding rales shall he generally applicable to suoh Local Board: provided 
that the Distriot Board shall, in all oases, have a general power of control over suoh Xiooal 
Board. 

Section YII.—-Union Committees. 

147. Every primary sohool under public management maintained by a Union Oom* 
mittee under section 112 of the Act ahall be called a Union Committee sohooL 

2. Every Union Committee shall have tbo power wilhm the Union— 

(1) Of determining the places at which Union Committee sohnols shall be opened. 

(2) Of deciding upon the transfer or abolition of existing Union Oommittee 

Bohools. 

(3) Of fixing the class of every such sohool: the selection to be made from olasaes 

recognized by the Educational Department. 

{4} Of presciibing the standard of instruction in every snob school; the selection 

to oe made from standards recognized by the Ednoational Department. 

(5) Of fixing the salary of the guru of evefy suoh sohool, and of emoving or 

transferring him within the Union. 

(6) Of fixing the rate of monthly, admission, or re-admission foes payable by the 

pupUs of every suoh school. 

148. With reference to section 112 of the Act, by which Union Oornmitteesare declared 
responsible for the transmission to guriu of Union Committee schools of he rewards 
granted by the Distriot or Local Boar», it shall be the duty of each UnionCommittee 
to compel the gipn of every such sohool to attend such examinations andgatherings, 
and to present his pupils^ at suoh examinations and gathoriugs as riiall be from time 
to time ordered by the District or Local Board or the Demuty Inspeotor. 

140. Eveiy Union Ooinmiltee sohool shall ho liable to inspection and examination by 
offioers of the Educational Department, by the Commissioner of the Division, and by the 
Magistrate of the distriot. 

150, Nothing in these rules shall ^reoli^e the establishment and maintenanoe of pri» 
mary schools within the Union by private individuals or self-constituted local 
and the pupils of all sitoh schools shall be entitled to present themselves at all 
for rewards and grants payable by the District Board to the pupils and gurus of primary 
schools

151. Lower soihoUxsIxips shall be aw«tr^ hy the Diertriot Board la oonsultatioa 

rHth the l>0put3r inspeoton aad a list of the sohohum eleoied shall he forwarded to the 
loapeoiori who will pass the fnlU as at prese&i. 

i$2. The lower primaxiy soholarship examinations shall be eondnOted in every distriet 
nndOr the supemsion of the peputy Inspeotor by examiners appointed by the Pistriot 
Boards in oonsultation with the Inspector. 

lAil. It shall be competent to the Distriot Boards before the award of upMir primaty 
and middle soholarships, to make representations to the Inspector in favour Of piurtionlar 
sdiools or tracts whioli it may deom deserving of moial enoonragement on aoeonni of their 
less advanoed state, or for other reasons, and the Inspeotor shall be bound to take *enoh 
representations into oonsideration. 

164. The Pistriot Board shall be furnished every year with an abstraot of the results 
of the upper primary and middle scholarship examinations. 

Section IX.-^FmANCB. 

156. For the purpose of the maintenanoe and management of schools, the Ineutenant- 
Govemor shall every year make over to the Pistriot Board the primary allotment of the 
district, the gmnt-in-aid allotment for Board schools fidling under s^ion IV of these 
rules, a contribution to the support of those schools to be managed directly by the 
Boards, and any additional sum that may be granted in support of education under the 
control of the Pistriot Board. 

166. The Peputy Inspector under the luspeotor’s orders shall prepare educational 
budget estimates for the district, and shall submit thorn to the District Board on or before 
the 15th July in the year immediately preceding that for which ^ey are framed. The 
budget estimates as approved by the Board shalT be forwarded by the Board to the 
Magistrate on or before the 15th August, and the Magistrate shall forward them with 
his remarks through the Commissioner to the Director of PubUo Instruction, in whose 
office they shall be due on or before the 1st of September. 

167. The Inspector shall prepare budget estimates for every High English school within 

his circle, the management and mointeuanoe of which shall, under section 64 of the 
Act, be entrusted to a Joint-Committee, and shall submit them to the Joint-Committee 
before the Ist of August in tho year immediately preceding that for which the estimates 
ere framed. The approved estimates shall be tor warded to the Director of Public Instruction 
on or before the 1st of Sepiomhor. . ,

168. All Sub-Inspeoiors within tlie distriot shall submit thoir diaries 4!b the District 
Board through the Peputy Inspeotor, who will forward them with his remarlu. 

159 Sub-Inspectors, being tho executive officers of the Pistriot Board, are subject in 
all respects to the orders of the Board ; provided that no Sub-Inspeotor shall be dismiascMl 
without the oousent of the Dirootor of Puulio lustruotLon. Sub-lxispeotora who have been 
degraded or suspended shall have an appeal to the Magistrate. 

160. Subject to the veto of the Inspeotor, Sub-Inspeotors shall be appointed by the 
Pistriot Board. !^ava may be granted to Sub-luspectors by the District Board, in aooord- 
anoe with the provisions of tho Civil^Leave Coda, notice of the foot being at the same t.irAo 
communicated to the Inspeotor. Applications for leave from Deputy Inspectors shall be 
forwarded through the Inspeotor to the Director of XHiblio Instruotion. 

161. The salary and travelling bills of Sub-Inspootors shall be submitted through 
the Peputy Ini^eotor to the Pistriot Board, with whom shall rest the power of possmg 
them. 

162. The Peputy Inspeotor riiall forward to the Pistriot Board a oopy of so much of 
the quarter^ return of his inspection of schools as has referenoe to Board schools. 

163. The correspondence of Distriot Boards with tho Director of Public Instruotion 
shall, in oases not jotherwise provided for, and subject to the provisLons of Buie 79, be carried 
on through the Inspeotor. 

Section XI , —Miscblxansoub. 

164. No school budding or extension of a school building shall be constructed by 
a Distriot Board uuiess’the site, plans, and estimate for the same shall have been approved 
by the Injector if the cost of the work is not to exceed Bs. 1,000, or by the Director 
of PubUo Instruction in any other case. 

165. Inspectors may iu their auuual reports notice the building, library, furniture, 
and play-ground of middle and high soliools upder the management of District Boards 
and Joint-Oommittees within their oiroles* The biannual report of the Inspector shall 
briefly discuss the joints raised by Pistriot or Local Boards, or by Dcnnxaittees of 
Management, or by lUstriot Officers during the year.

Preliminary, 

170. In the following rules the term ** District Bowd,” unless there be something 
repugnant in the oonteEt, includes a duly ^empowered Joint-Committee constituted under 
semen 30, and a Xtooal Board duly ompowered under section 101. 

171. A District Board may appoint*a M^aging Committee in resj^ect of any^ hospital 
or dispensary which is under its oontrm and a<^mistration. Such Managing Committee may 
induae persons who are not .members of the District Board. ^ The members shall be notified 
by the CommiSBionor in the Calcutta Qasette^ and the Managing Committee shall exercise, in 
respect of the hospital or dispensary for which it is appointed, such powers as may be delegated 
to it by the district Board. 

172. No hospital or dispensary shall be established or abolished by the District Board 
without the previous sanction of the Commissioner. Such sanction may be either general 
or special* 

173. Ndfcgrant may bo mode by the Distriot Board in aid of any hospital or dispensary 
which has not received the recognition of Government and been classified under the rides 
of the Dispensary Manual. Grantsan-aid shall be made only in accordance with the rules 
in the Dispensaxy Manual. 

Appointment, Pay, and Leave qf Medical Officers, 

174. The medical officers of hospitals and dispensaries placed under the control and 
administration of Distriot Boards under seotiof^ 66, or |^vided by District Boards under 
seotions 67 and 68, shall be appointed by the Distriot Board, subject to the following con¬ 
ditions, viz.— 

(d) That any medical officer so appointed must be a duly qualified medical man, 
licensed or certified by a recognised medical college or school, his Hoe^ or 
diploma being subject to examination and approval by the Inspeotor-Geneiul 
of Civil Hospitals; 

(5) That be be not a dismissed servant of Government or disqualified for his duties 
by age. infirmity, or character: and 

(c) that m the event of misconduct, insolvency, or professional xnoompetonoe by 
reason of age or otherwise being proved against him to the satisfaction of 
the Medical Department, he be removed Ixom his charge on the requisition 
of the Inspector-General of Civil Hospitals. 

Provided that on the application of the Distriot Board, the services of a Government 
medical officer may be lent to sueh institution subject to these rules. 

Provided also that no officer of the Government establishment who on the date when 
these rules come into force in any district is holding medical oha^e of any hospiW or 
^pqnsary, the oonirol and administration of which is vested in the District Board of such 
district, shall be removed from his appointment except with the consent of the Inspeotor- 
Gonerol of Civil Hospitals. 

^ 175. In the case of a hospital or di^ensa^ rituated at the head-quarters ol a sab* 
divisiou, the services of the Government medical ojffioer in dharge of the sub-divisioii wiU, 
if the District Board ^esires it, be made avoilable for the oharge of the dispensary m 
tion to his other duties, on condition that the Distriot Board agrees to pay hmx an adiditiQnal 
allowance of Rs. 10 per mensem if be be a Civil Hospitid Assisumt, and ol Bs. 20

In the event of his becoming entitled, on promotion, w 
a higher salary than he has received, the Diatnot Board miy at its option either (s) retain 
his services on payment of the higher •salary; (6) apply for the services of another officer 
of the Government establishment as provided in Rule 174; or (c) appoint its own medical 
o€|oer subject to the conditions prescribed in that rule. In no case oan a Government 
medical subordinate in charge of a hospital or dispensary be permitted to draw a special 
oonsohdated salary or any mcrease to his emoluments which has not been earned by 
promotion 

178. Government medioal subordinates in charge of hospitals and dispensaries under 

the managemont of District Boards shall be entitled to leave under the provisions of the Civil 
Loave Code. The leave riiall be granted by the Inspector-General oi Civil Hoi^itals after 
consultation with the Bistrict Board The salary to nmoh the officer may be entitled while 
on privilege leave shall be paid by the Bistrict Board; in all other cases it shall he paid hj 
Government, and the travelling allowanoos and transit pay of a locum (enena under the rule 
shall be paid 6y Government. ^ 

179. Medioal officers not in Government service shall be entitled to leave in aooordanoe 
with the rules framed by the Bistnot Board under clause (y), section 32 of the Act. The 
leave shall be granted by the Bistnot Board, who shall also provide for such extra expeudi- 
turo as may bo incurred on account of the pay of the medioal officer while on leave, and the 

pay and travolling ollowanoo, tf eny, of hu euooeesor. 

Medical Slorea, 

180 District Boards shall havo the option of obtaining their medicines and instruments 
either from the Qnvemmont stores or from private vendors approved by the Gtvil Surgeon; 
wovided that a dispensary previously supplied by private vendors shall not indent on the 
wvernment stores without the sanction of the Inspector-General of Civil HospitaU. In 
either case the mdeuts of the medical officer must be cneoked by the Civil Shrgeon. 

181. Medical stores will be supplied to Bistnot Boards from the Medioal Store 

Department at cost pnoe, * but the supply of mediomes will 
ordinarily be confined to tbe articles specified in the list 
given in Appendix E of the Dispensaiy Mnnual, and it will 
he in the diso^tion of the Inspeotor-Gfoneral of Civil Hos¬ 
pitals to sanction or disallow any demand. 

182. Medical sioies, if required from the Medioal Store Department, must be indented 
for annually, and the annual indent must be submitted on tho date fixed by the Civil Surgeon, 
to enable to submit the combined indent for his district on tbe date appointed by 
Government. * Indents delayed beyond the date fixed will not be passed for supply from the 
Government stores.

2. In all matters not expressly provided for oy these rules, the rules, forms, registers, 
and returns, prescribed in the Civil Aooount Code, or in force for the time being, under the 
orders of Government or other competent authority shall, in so for as th^ are oonsistent with 
these rules and with the Act, apply to the aoooimts of the Distriot Board, and shall be 
observed, used, kept, and submitted by the officer appointed under section 54 of toe Act.

In auditing the accounts, the l^xaminer shall see that they have been kept and m present¬ 
ed in proper form, that the particular items of receipt and expmiditure are etat^ in sufficient 
detail, and that the payments are supported by adequate vouwers and authority. ■ He shall 
asoertaiu whether all sums reoeived, or which ought to have beeUireoeived, are brought into 
account, and shall examine whether the expenditure is in ail oases such as might lawfully be 
made. He shall also reduce such payments and charges as are exorbitant; and shall sur- 
oharge moneys not duly accounted for, or lost by negligence, upon the perscm who ought to 
account for the same, or whose negligence or improper oonduct has caused the loss; and shall 
disallow and strike out such payments as are not authorised by law or competent authority. * 

The reports of such examinations shall be forwarded by the Acoountant-Qeueral, Bengal, 
through the Commissioner of the Division to the Chairman of the Distriot Board, and tho 
Chairman shall be bound to remedy any defects or irregularities that may be pointed out by 
the Accountant-General or the Examiner. 


Local Boards. 


71. The statemtet of requirements and estimate of probable expenditura to be submitted 
by the Local Board to the District Board under section 61 of the Act shall be in Form 
No. II, and jshaU be aooomponiad by detailed schedules in Form No. Ill for each major 
head of aoooubt in respect oi which the Local Board has been empowered under section 101 
of the Act. 

72. The Pistriot Board shall forward to each Local Board subordinate to it an extract 
of so much of the budget estimate of the Distriot Fund, os sanctioned, as relates to the matters 
under the control and administration of the said Local Board. 

73. The District Board shall from time to time make allotments of funds to each Local 
Board subordinate to it for expenditure on the matters under their control and administration. 

74. In making any su^ allotment, the Distriot Board s^U simxiltaneouBly send an 
intimation to the Sudder Treasoiy Officer, and to the*officer in charge of tho traasory or 
sub-treasury at or near the head-quarters of the Local Board ooncerned. 

75. On receipt of such intimation, the officer in charge of the treasury or sub-treasuiy 
shall place the amount of the allotment to the credit of the Iiooal Board, and shall enter it 
on the receipt side of the pass-book of the Looal Board. The Looal Board shall obtain 
funds by drawing cheques against the amount of the allotments thus placed at its credit 
from time to time. 

76. Honeys paid into a sub-treasury on aoooimt of the District Fund, shall not be 
credited in the pass-book of the Iiooal Board; but shall, when ineorporated in the Sudder 
Treasury aooount, be credited in the pass-book of the District Board. The Looal Board 
shall send on account of such payments to the Distriot Board not less often than once a 
month. 


77. The Local Board shall keep a cash-book in Form No. V. On the rec^eipt side shall 
be posted the allotments made by the District Board from time to time; and on the expendi- 
tmte side shall be posted details of the cheques drawn by the Local Board against the amount 
of those allotments.

1. Any nerson serving as a District Engineer under the Cess Aot of ^80, at the time 
of the Local Self-Government Act ooming into force, shall be deemed to ro^q^^utlified for 
appointment as Distriot Engineer of the same district. 

a. A. candidate for employment as Distriot Engineer must be qualified in one of the 
manners following, that is to say, he must— 

(a) be at tbe time of seeking the employment, or have previously been, a member 
of tbe Public 'Works Department of the Government of Bengal, and hold a 
oertifioalo from the Chief Engineer that his services have been suoh ae to 
qualify him for employment as Distriot l^ingmeer; or 
(fi) bold the degree of Bachelor of Engineering, or bo a licentiate of Engmeering 
of the Calcutta University, and have been employed on engineering works 
for not less than five years, exclusive of any time spent on apprenticeship, 
and hold satisfactory oertifi cates of good conduct and efiioieuoy during su^ 
employment; or 

(e) have practised the profession of a Civil Engineer in India for not less than five 
. ;^ars, and hold a certifioate from the Chief Engineer of the Public Works 

Department of tbe Government of Bengal, that his experience, professional 
att^ments, and knowled^ of the native language are such as to qualify 
him for employment as a District Engineer. 

3. A District Engineer of one distriot shall be deemed to be qualified for appointment 
to another district if certified to be so by the Chairman of the Distriot Board and the 
Commissioner of the Division under whom be is employed. 

4. Any person serving os an Overseer, Accountant, or otherwise on the Subordinate 

£!f)imti.eeriiig iStaiff of a Distriot Engineer Tinder the Cess Aot Oif 1S80, et the tame of the X 40 eal 

Bell-Government Aot coming into force, shall be deemed to be qualified for appointment in 
the same capacity under the Local Self-Government Aot if 'he is certified to ro so by the 
Distriot Engineer. 

5. A candidate for employment on the Subordinate Engineering Staff of' the District 
Engineer must be qualified in one of the manners following, that is to say— 

, (1) if the pay of the appointment is Bs. 60 per mensem, or more, he must hold— 

(a) a certificate from the Principal of the Government Engineering College at 
Seebpore that he has serv^ his apprenticeship there, and passed the final 
Examination qualifying him for employment in the Publio Works Depart¬ 
ment as a foreman meonanio or an upper subordinate; or 
(h) a certificate from the Inspector of Local Works that he has been examined and 
found to possess tbe Imowledge presoribed in the Publio Works Department 
Code, Volume I, Chapter II, Seotion 27 {Jiflh edition)^ and is qualified to be 
an upper subordinate of the Publio Works Department; 

(2) if the pay of the appointment s less than Bs. 60 per mensem, he must hold a 
certifioate of fitness from the Distriot Engineer. 

6. Candidates for enmloyment as Accountants in the office of the District Board or of 
the Distriot Hbgineer must hold a certificate that they have passed the examination presorifaed 
in the ]]^bUo Works Deportment Code, Volume Am)en^ C, paragraph 18 {/Iftk edition). 

7. for employment as District Engmeer, nr as suhordinAtas nn the staff 

of a District Ennneer, must be certified by a Civil Surgeon or Assistant Surgeon of the Gov¬ 
ernment establishment to be physically fit for their outdoor duties. 

Procediare to he adopted in the appointment qf DUiriet Engineere, 

8. When a District Engineer intends to resign hia appointment, he shall give the 
Diefcriot Beard three months* notice of his intention, and simOarly, when it is intended in 
aooordaaoe with the provisions of section B3(u) of the Aot to discharge a Distriot Engineer, 
the Distriot Board ehail give him three months^ notice of suoh mtentiou. 

9. 'When notioe is thus given or received that the nppointmeut of Distriot Engineer is 
about to beomne vacant, a meeting of the Distriot Board shall be held for the p^fK>8e of 
fixing the salary of the new inoambent of the office, and a oopy of the Resolution of the 
Boara shall be submitted to the Commissioner for confirmation.

15. If the nomination be nof oonfinned by the Commissioner, the^ Chairman shall 
call a meeting of the District Board to reoonsidm’ it, and make anothw selection from among 
the remaining candidates. The procedure laid down in Hule 13 shall tiien be repeated. 

16. When the i^pointment has been finally settled, and the successful candidate 
has joined and entered upon his duties, the Chairman shall return the certificates and 
testimonials of the several oaudidates. 

17. In the event of the Appointment of D^ict Engineer beoommg vacant suddenly, 
by death or otherwise, without the notice presoribed in Biue 8 , the Chairman of the District 
Board may make arrangements for the temporary performance of the duUes of the office 
till the new Distriot Engineer shall be appointed in aooordanoe with the preceding rules. 

Jhitm and Potters of District Engineers^ 

18. The Distriot Eogineer wfil be the officer in immediate charge of all the roads and 
bmldings and other public works, the control of which in vested in a District or Local 
Boord. lio will arrange tibo daiails of thair oonetruotioix and ha rosponsihlo for their 
custody and mointenanoe in effici^t repair so far hs the funds placed at his disposal penhit. 
He wiU keep accurate plans of tiie land appertaining to all ro^s and buildings in his 
charge, and t^e prompt steps to prevent encroachments. 

19. The* District En^noer will receive positive orders only from the Chairman of the 

Distriot'Board. The duty of yielding implicit obedience to any orders so received must 1:^ 
clearly understood; but in the mteipretation of general instmotions he will act upon his 
own judgment. * 

20 . The Subordinate Engineering staff of a District or Local Board will be under the 
immediate orders and control of the District En^neer, and all orders to them with reference 
to work should emanate from, or he issued throu^, the Distriot Engineer. 

21. The District Engineer will be responsible for the accuracy of all reports, plans, 
designs, specifioations and estimates prepared by him, luad must attest them by his signer 
ture. 

22 . The District Engineer will pay strict attention to the economical application of all 
labour and materials us^ on works in his charge, and will be responsible for preventing 
the expenditure on any work exceeding the amount of the sanctioned estimate. He should 
also strive to bring economically into use, on all oocasions, tiie articles proourable in the 
local markets and the natural products of the distriot 

23. The District Ennneer must exact from his subordinates a oorreot performance 
of their duties and give them all proper instmotions. He will fumiiJi them with proper 
working drawings and mitten instmotioDS os to the execution of any works they may ha 
entrusted with, using additional precautions to prevent errors or accidents at a distance from 
the head-qmarters of the dist^t. 

24. The District EngineOT will frequently inspect outlying roads and works in pro¬ 

gress, and sw that the work carried on by hiB subordinates or contractors is sound and eoo- 
nomicaL When on tour he will keep a journal in which the distances travelled, will be noted. 
He will also keep note-books in whiob will be entered doily any particulars with reference 
to works in progress which may oall for remark, the dates of all inspections, the orders issued 
to subordinates, the check measurements taken, the aooouhts inspected, and generally any 
detailsoonoeining his duties which may he worthy of remariK. lliese note-books mil be 
considered official records. V .. 

26.’ The Distriot Engineer will be responsible that Ws accounts are regularly posted 
from day to day, and are kept in stiict aooordance with the rules made from time to rimo 
under section 138 (t) of the Act. 

Tk* completion of eny work, a oompletion report shall be subndtted by the 

District Engineer to the Chairman; and any deviation from the de^n estimate 
may have been made during the oonstmotion of the work must be fully explained in it* 
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Dutiet and Pomn of Impeetor of Local W^orki. 

27. The Inspector of Iiooai Works will make frequent tours of inspection in the districts 

of the Oommissioner’s division to which he is appointed. He will not only minutely survey 
and report upon the state of the various works, whether completed or in progress in each 
district, but wiU carefully enquiro into the system of management prevailing in respect to the 
preparation imd cost of materials, the style of execution, the price of labour, smd the rates of 
work. He will satisfy himself that hi^ding or road materials and other resources available 
in each district are brought inte use in the most efficient and ooonomioal manner, and that 
the means of oommunioation, projected or completed, are adapted to the requirements of the 
traffic. • 

28. The Inspector of Local Works will also, during his inspections, enquire into and 
report on the efficiency of the Engineering establishments employed under District or Local 
Boards. 

29. The luspeuior of Local Works will also carefully inspect the books of Distriot 
Engineers and their subordinates and the arrangements and procedure for the primary ao- 
oouots, and see that they are kept in the manner proscribed. 

30. Besides hismgular tours of inspection, tne Inspector of Local Works wiU proceed 
to any place in his division whenever it may be necessary for him to report on any important 
design or work, or on any serious accident or threatened danger to any works, or on any 
calamity., actual or anticipated, the remedy for which may appear to be within the range of 
engineering skill. 

31. Detailed reports of all his inspections shall bo drawn up by the Inspector of Xjocal 
Works for the information of the Commissioner, and a oopv thereof, so far as may relate 
to a particular distriot, shall be forwarded by him to the District or Local Board oouoerned 
through the Magistrate of the Distriot. 

32. Although the detailed designs and estimates for works will commonly bo prepared 
*by District Engineers, the arrangement and general plan of all important works shoiud be 
concerted with the Inspector of Local Works, who will be responsible for the engineering 
character of every project that he passes on with** his approval. The Inspeotor of Local 
Works may, if ho see fit, himself prepare the designs for any work in his division. Ho will 
communicate freely and personally on professional matters with Distriot Engineers, and 
alford them the benefit of bis advice In the performance of their duties. 

33- The Inspeotor of Local Works will, in submitting to the Oommissioner any reports, 
plans, estimates or other documents relating to the works of Distriot Boards, invariably state 

nia own opinion na to fho anitahility of the desigpos and reasonableness of the rates. He 

must also (meek the oaloolations in detail of all estimates and com pore the quantities in the 
estimates with those shown on the drawings. If projects are sent up by District Boiurds 
without proper information, he will return them for such further information as the case 
may need. 

34. The Office of the Inspector of Local Works will be located in the samd place as 
that of the Oommissioner of the Division, and he will correspond direo^, with District 
Boards regarding all matters in whidi he exercises powers assigned to him by these rules. 


Mode of preparation and mbmisemi of planst designSf ^ciHcations, and eatimatea for works 

for approval and sanction. 

36. All estimates and projects for the construction or repair of buildings, roads, bridges, 
and other public works undertaken by Distriot and Local Boards shall be classed under 
one or other of tlie two heads Repairs or Ori^ttial Works^ and shall be prepared in 
the forms prescribed in the Public Works Deportment Code, Volume I, Chapter VII 
{fifth edition) ^ and submitted for the sanction of the Distriot or Local Board in meet- 
ing. Estimates for Repairs shall inoludo all operatioils required to maintain works in 
proper condition, and estimates for Original Works all those which do not oome under 
the olassifioation of repairs. 

36. The oosi of every eixrvey or .preliminary operation other than thoeo whioh oan ho 

carried out by the paid distriot establishment shall Ihs considered to be an ** original work,” 
and shall be covered by a sanctioned estimate and a specific assignment of funds. 

37. A revised ertimate shall be prepared immediately there is reason to anticipate that 
an e^niate will be exceeded by more than 10 per cent, of its total amount, or wnere con¬ 
siderable alterations of the original estimate are desired, and it shall be submitted for the 
approval of the authorities whose sanction would be neeess^ if it were an original estimate. 

38. In the case of all works of importance, the District Engineer shall submit a rough 
design for the approval of the Inspector of Local Works before preparing the detailed 
drawings and estimates. 

39. All sanctions given by the District or Local Bourds shall be formally r^rded in 
their prooeedings. 

40. Except in case of emergency, or to prevent damage or loss, bo work shall be put in 
hand until an Ornate for carrying it out has been sanctioned, and no proposal for the execu¬ 
tion of any work shall be sanctioned by a District or Local Board, unless it be aocompanied 
by a properly detailed estimate, and, when neoessary, by properly prepared drawings showing 
fmly the work proposed.

The sanction of the District or Loonl Board to an estimate for an original work whioh 
forms part of a contemplated solieme, although such estimate may in itself be within the 
limit up to whioh tbe Board can sanction, shall be subject to the oon&mation and approval 
of the same authority as the estimato for the whole scheme would be, and no such estimate 
for a part of a scheme shall bo sanctioned unless the nature and approximate oost of the 
entire scheme is fully set forth in the report of the estimato. 

When the sanction of the authority indicated is received, the provisional sanction of the 
District or Loced Board shall he confirmed by a resolution to be formally recorded in their 
proceedings, aud the execution of the work may thereafter bo proceeded with in accordance, 
with any provision that may bo made for it in the budget of the year.
